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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 55 and 56 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

In claim 55, the last paragraph is worded awkwardly. It is not clear as to what is being 
claimed. The claim will be interpreted as best understood. 

In claim 50, the distance between the collar and the coils is not constant; a definite 
measurement cannot be made as to determine the measurement of the coils to the distributions 
channels. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 /Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in 
this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the 
subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 
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5. Claim 55 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Determan. 

Determan discloses an electronically controlled valve comprising: 

• A distribution channel 34; 

• Several other channels; 

• A piston 18; 

• Intermediate elements 158; 

• Collars 92, 94; 

• Several distribution sections; 

• A sealing partition (the sealing elements around 162); 

• The collars act as sealing elements; and 

• Two coils in the distribution channel in the vicinity of further channels 78, 78; 

6. Claim 56 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Determan. 

The relative distances between the coils are a matter of design choice. It would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was made to make the spacing as 
claimed, since it is held that rearranging parts of an invention involves only routine skill in the art. In 
re Japikse, 86 USPQ 70.
